Dean Patterson, of Jefferson
Medical College, Says
Housing Conditions Are
Cause of Disease.

Exposure, filth and Insanitary plumblog
in “eellar rooma'" of the tenement dis-
tricta, Dr. Ross V. Patterson. Dean of
Jefforson Medleal College, today  sald,
wers the three great causes for Infant
mortality.

Doctor FPatterson, who haa
visited some of the houses,
sembla caves, gave a gEraphic
ture, showing why hundreds
onma into the warld dead

1t in also the bellef of Dean Patlerson,
who 18 one of Phlladelphia's leading
practitionorn, that the devreass In births
In certanln pactions of the city Is primarily
due to Insanitary conditions,

"Change present soclal conditions and
then you will undoubtedly lower the death
toll amonk Infoanta a8 well as- mothers,"
sald Dootor Patterson,

Dactor Patterson is among the hun-
dreds of noted experts on hyglene who
are In favor of the new Division of
Housinz and Sanitatlon, for which Coun-
clis refuse to appropriate funds

The act cereating a Divislon of Housing
and Eanitation was passed by the Logis-
Inture more than & Year ago dnd was
pigned by Governor Tener. Hvery effort
to get Councile to approprinte 13710 for
the purpose of earrying the measure Into
offeot has falled. The fate of the nact
now rests with the Committes on Finance
of Councile, of which John P. Connelly
{8 chalrman,

CONGESTED CONDITIONS COSTLY.

Discusging Councils’ attitude towards
the new housing laws, Doctor Pattarson
sald:

‘It would be much cheaper for ths
munieipality to grant the approprintions
now, Should Counclls delany—it meann
thnt the clty will be compelled to pay a
high figure for the acts of the sinners. 1
menn that If conditions are not changed
the hospitals, dlmahouses, orphan asyl-
ums, and other charitable Institutions will
become crowded with vietims of the tene-
ments. The death toll which now exiats
can nevar be lowered v\hlle present cons
ditions are not corrected,’

Infant mortality, according to Doctor
Putterson, can be traced In many canes
dirsctly to the door of the thousands of
broken down, unventilated, Insanitary,
windowless, brickless and dust-covered
tenements. Doctor Patterson sald many
chases 0f. pneumonia, especially summer
compliints among Infants of the tena-
maent distriots. were attributable to fAlth
In different “cellar rooma’ which often
are ogcupled by more than filve paraona.

CAUBHES OF INFANT MORTALITY.

“"The three great causes for infant mor-
tnlity and death of unborn echildren,"
sald Dootor Patteraon, ‘'are bad plumbe
Ing, expomure and Nlth, Those three do-
fects must be changed. The changes must
come during the year 1014

“ I feel certnin and my colleaguea will
agree with me that the health of the
mother and her unbarn child, as well an
the health of the living Infant, Is con-
stantly in danger whilé the: municipality
sanotions the operatlons of certaln tene-
ment owners of this elty.

“I have entersd some of the
rooma’ many times. The scenes are pitl-
ful. It is impossible for one unacquaing-
¢d with the truth Lo belleve that such re-
voiting conditiony actually axist In the
twentieth century I have my doubta
whather much c<onditions are visible in
European countries

“During the summer wmeason many In-
fanta are strickean with summer com-
plaint. A caraful study of this particular
milmant causes me Lo belleve that In
many oasen summer complaint Is brought
on by dirt, bad plumbing and other bad
